The advertise- 
ment as inserted in our edition of yesterday 
was incorrect, and calculated to convey an 
impression direHly contrary to thewordsof 
the manuscript. 
It seems the company are 


to reduce the price of gas lo three dollars and 
fifty cents per thousand cubic feat, hy deduct- 
ing twelve and a half, instead of o per cent, 
as heretofore, for prompt pay. The system of 
charging fortho use of service pipe & melen, 
is one which has created quite a controversy 
between Gas Companies in other places and 
their consumers j the latter claiming that the 
fonnsr aie bound to be at the expense of 
measuring their own merchandize; but we 
have never known any dissatisfaction to ex- 
ist, when so small an amount of consump- 
tion as fifteen hundred feet in six months, 
exempts the consumer from any charge un 
this account. 


It must be apparent to every one that no 


company can afford to liy a service pipe and 
put up a meter, keep the same in repair, sup- 
ply whiskey through the winter,and listen pa- 
tiently to all the supposed 'wrongs' of the un- 
fortunate who practises no economy in the 
use of gas ; we saj no company can afford to 
do this for one man's exclusive use without 
receiving some consideration in return ; and 
tiiC sale of fifteen hundred feet in G months 
would seem to bo reasonable indeed 
In the 


larac cities where the price of gas is lower, it 
rent of meters, and for whiskey, thereby ma- 
king the real cost of the gas more than i 
would appear to be. The charge for rent ot 
meters in our case is n contingency which will 
affect but a very few—as almost everybody 
who burns gas at all, burns more than fifteen 
hundred feet in six mouths—so thafthis mat- 
ter hardly deserves discussion in the case of 
ouroivn citizens.
